Mrs. ‘Edwards ran to the scene and found 
the little one on the floor with an ugly bul- 
let wound in her right thigh. A smoking 
revolver, entangled in a mass of bed cloth- 
ing a few feet away, told the story of the 
accident. 

The revolver had been placed under the 
pillow of the bed the night before by Mrs. 
Edwards. When the child lifted the cover- 
ing and placed it on a chair so that she 
could smooth out the mattress, she had 
picked up the revolver unconsciously. As 
she dropped the heavy load of sheets and 
counterpanes from her arms to the chair 
the revolver was dislodged from its resting 
place and fell to the floor. 

The jar of the fall exploded the cartridge 
under the hammer. 


At that moment, the weapon was on its 
handpiece and the barrel pointed directly 
at the child, who was standing at the bed, 
i5 feet away. 

The bullet struck Willle May in the right 
thigh, ranging upward at a sharp angle and 
pews its way through the flesh f a 
ength of 12 inches. If the explosion had 
come with the pistol barrel aimed one- 
fourth inch higher, it would have caused 
the death of the child.

Disappeared From His Home at Ches-

A blow on the skull 15 years ago has sent 
Horace G. Barber, champion swimmer and 
oarsman of Chester, Ill, wandering, wth- 
out his reason and his pockets full of mon- 
ey, somewhere in this broad land. 

Frank Barber of Chester is in St. Louis 
searching for the lost brother. He called at 
the morgue and the City Hospital Saturday 
morning, but found no trace of the missing 
man. 

Horace Barber was last seen two days 
after he disappeared from Chester. An ac- 
quaintarce at Coulterville, Lll., saw him 
purchasing a ticket at that point for St. 
Louis. He did not accost Barber, but no- 
ticed that the man seemed to be laboring 
under suppressed emotions. 

Barber's eyts were flashing wildly and his 
other actions were so peculiar as to hold 
the attention of the person who afterward 
notified Frank Barber of the chance meet- 
ing and the direction his brother had taken. 

Horace Barber has not been seen ip Ches- 


ter since Aug. 12, the date of his disappear- 
ance. The family, which is in moderate cir- 
cumstances. has offered rewards for his re- 
covery, but beyond the information ob- 
tained ‘tn the clew from Coulterville, IIL, 
nothing has been heard of him. 
Prank Barber told the Post-Dispatch that 
the blov@hise brother had recetved on the 
head was a terrific one and fractured his 
skull, which was trephined. The brother 
said he did not wish to tell how the 
blow was received.

RUMORED THAT OPERATORS 
HAVE AGREEMENT TO CLOSE. 


Men Complain of 300 Per Cent Profit 
on Powder, Unfair Docking for 
Trash, and the Arbitrary

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 8—The na- 


tional board of the United "Mine Workers 
resumed its secret session at 8:30 o'clock 


today. Before the meeting the board mem- 
bers said that the situation had not changed 
during the night. No disposition has been 


manifested by the operators to meet any of 
‘the demands made by the miners through 
|eithgr the national officers or the district 


officers in the anthracite region. 

The presidents of districts No. 1, 7 and 9 
all anthracite—are at Hazleton, Pa., the 
center of the field, and, so far as is known 
in Indianapolis, no answer to the appeal 
issued last night by these three presidents— 
Thomas D. Nichols, John Fahy and 
Thomas Duffey—has been made by the 


operators. 
The utmost -secrecy attended the board 


meeting to-day. Before noon President 
Mitchell said: ‘“‘Nothing has been done. No 


strike order has been issued: It is highly 
probable that there will be no statement 1s- 
sued by cur board before this evening. The 
situation remains as it was last night. 

The fact that the board met one hour and 
a half earlier than # did yesterday morning 
is taken as an indication that grave prob- 
lems are to be solved to-day. The great 
strike order of 1897, which called out 110,- 
000 miners, was issued on Sunday, July 4. 
It seems probable if the great anthracite 
strike is ordered the order will go into effect 
late Satirday night or Sunday morning. 

The board members ridicule the stories in 
circulation that a looby of business men 
from the East has been in Indianapolis, 
trying to prevent a strike order. Nobody 
has called on the board for such a purpgse.

WAITING FOR THE SIGNAL 


The Arbitration Offer Has Been Re- 
jected and Miners Are Ready 
-to Strike.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Sept. 8.—It is ex- 
pected that all the 150,000 anthracite union 
mine workers will be ordered on strike to- 
day from the headuagqrters of the United 


Mine Workers in Indianapolis. 

The mine workers made a last effort to 
avert a strike by issuing a statement agree- 
ing to submit the case to honest arbitra- 
tion, but the offer only places the union on 
record, but accomplishes no other good. 
Miners are convinced that the only hope for 
an improvement in their condition is to 
strike. 

A rumor has gained general circulation 
that if a strike is declared by the national 
executive board all the operators in the 
region will close their collieries down for 
an indefinite period on Sunday night.

with the Manchu government. Important 
developments are expected as soon as the 
President can bring about an understand- 
ing, and none of the correspondence to- 
ward that end will be published until it can 


be announced that Russia has agreed to 
leave her quota of troops in the imperial 
city. A garrison is necessary there for the 
maintenance of order, and the imperial 
family and Chinese viceroys will feel safer 
with such protection in returning to nego- 
tiate for peace.

WORK AT HOPEFIELD POINT 


Revetment and Bank Paving Will be 
and Ample Protection 
Afforded. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.,: Sept. 4—rfnergetic 
preparations are being made by the gov- 
ernment engineers for the revetment work 
at Hopefield Point. The work will be con- 
menced in a few days, or as s00Nn as cer- 
tain material which is necessary to the 
operations arrives. This'js the stone which 


will be used not only in the revetment 
work, but in the bank paving as well. 
‘The’ magnitude and importance of the 
work at Hopefield Point is of the greatest 
magnitude, especially to the interests of 
Memphis. It’is not generally Known that in 
the past six years Hopefield Point has re- 
ceded 3000 feet, but such is a fact, and it 
is the aim of the government to check this 
cutting entirely. ° 

Since the first .revetment work was put 
in the point has not receded, and thus the 
formation of the bar which isolated so 
much valuable property from the river on 
this side was stopped.

work has been repaired and

Capt. Winslow said 
that the Hopefield Point work would be- 
gin within 10 days, or, possibly sooner. The 
reason that it ia not now In progress is be- 
cause the stone ordered has not arrived. 
This is expected at any time and when it 
arrives operations will begin. 

The revetment work wil] be extended 
about 500 yards around the point down 
stream and a large new-mattress will be 
sunk. Bank paving repair work will be 
done and the bank paving will be extended 
for about two miles up stream. It will re- 
quire only about _10 days to complete the 
revetment work when once operations are 
begun in earnest, but the bank paving work 
will go on throughout the low water sga- 
SOR. ) 

Capt. Winslow said that the practical 
benefit of the revetment work at the point 
would be found In the checking of the bar. 
The bar, he said, would doubtless grow in 
height, but would not extend outward from 
the Tennessee shore so long as the point 
was amply protected by mattresses and ree 
vetment work. 

An important order has been issued to 
the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Raltlroad tin 
connection with the revetment work. The 
road was instructed that it would have 
to discontinue the transfer boat, Gen. Pier- 
son, during the government operations at 
the point.

Reopening of Well Showed Skeleton of 
Man Whom He Had Killed 
and Thrown There.

POUGHKEEPSIBP, N. Y., Sept. 8-—The 
dead quietly resting in its grave these 14 
years has risen and rich Peter Austin is in 
prison charged with murder. He is accused 
by the coroner of killing Charles Browen 
whose skeleton was found in an old well 
on a farm on which Austin formerly lived.

NEW COAST DEFENSE MONITOR 


The Wyoming, First of Four, Was 
Launched This Morning at San 
Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Sept. 8—The 
United States monitor Wyoming was suc- 
cessfully thunched at high tide this morn- 
ing from the shipyard of the Union Iron 
Works in the presence of thousands of 
enthusia&tic people, lined along the shores 
or crowded on excursion steamers. The 
event had been made a feature of the 
gsemi-centennial celebration of California's 
admission into the Union. 

Miss Hattie Warren, daughter of United 
States Senator Warren, christened the 
vesel by breaking the usual bottle of wine 
and exclaiming: “I name thee Wyoming,” 
as the last supporting props were re- 
moved.
